In lashing out against our Dominican Republic Intervention 
President de Gaulle ser\ed the Sino-Soviet cause. But it’s as silly 
to wonder what makes this man tick as it is to forget Napoleon's 
incredihle stupidities or wonder what was on the mind of somebody 
who built a cement bicy cle. 
There’s greatness in I)e Gaulle, but he’s hardly a greater man 
than Napoleon, his idol. Good and bad lodgment alternated in the 
earlier Frenchman to a degree that, recalling them, 
ma> put De Gaulle in the strange company where ^ 
he belongs. 
When Bonaparte inspected the channel ports in 
179 7 his good judgment told him to refuse command^ 
of the army that Mas intended to invade England. 
He perceived clearly that the plan wouldn t work. 
Instead, Bonaparte proposed attacking England 
not across “ the sleeve.” as the I rench call the 
channel, but to hit Britain in Asia. His idea was to 
choke off India’s inflowing wealth and gold. 
TAYLOR 
Bonaparte’s bizarre dream omitted the whole question of sea 
routes and was compressed into being his invasion of Egy pt — 
timed to replace French colonies in America that he saw being lost. 
Bad judgment took over. When Bonaparte's armada sailed from 
Toulon on May 19 , 179 9 . he embarked on the first of his vast 
schemes that were to collapse of their own weight and die in a 
spasm of confusion and despair. 
Must we regard De Gaulle’s “ great design” for France to hold 
the balance of power in the world as being intelligent merely be- 
cause intelligient De Gaulle thought of It? 
In Cairo. Bonaparte often dressed in Moslem clothes and tried 
by every wily means to soften up the Moslem sheiks. But nothing 
helped him conquer their hatred, although he stay ed only 14 months. 
Then when the British beat his fleet Bonaparte deserved his army 
Ms he later deserted his army in the Russian snows. He slunk home. 
Meanwhile, chaos had so gripped untended France that highway * 
men stole his baggage on the road to Ly ons. The Frenrh, however, 
are a people who expect more logic in other nations than in their 
own. They greeted the defeated Bonaparte as a savior — and, for 
a time, he was. His age? Not quite 30.
